of the earth?not the graſſe of God, which hath the green- 
xeſſe and moyſture ot grace, nor the trees of righteonſneſſe, 

which are the planting of the Lord, (for ouer ſuch no 
power is given them:) but only ouer ſuch as the heauen- 

ly Father never planted, and whoſe names were neue: 

written in the booke oflife, 

But, were this more obſcure; whicher trend all thoſe 
Prophefies, and where were they euer accompliſhed (if 
not in this man)whereof the Reuelation is full ? It is ſaid 
of the ſecond Beaſt, which roſe out of theearth, and had 
two hornes like a Lambe , but ſpake like a Dragon, that hee 
cauſedſo many to be killed as would not receine the tmage 0 
the beaſt in their hands, and in their foreheads. This Beaſt 
can be no other butthe Pope of Rome, who ri/eth ont of 
the earth, that is, out of moſt baſe beginnings, and Rep. 
peth or riſeth aboxe the earth, and all earthly power, He 
hath hornes Like the Lambe, that is, profeſſeth the mecke- 
nefſe and innocencie of Chriſt (which the Turke never 
did: ) but /peakerh like the Dragon, that is, not with out-
